REQUEST TO CREDIT DEPOSIT ACCOUNT FOR ERRANT CHARGING OF FEE 
This is a request to credit Deposit Account No. 1 1-1755 for the errant charging of a fee by 
the Patent Office in connection with the above-identified patent application. 

On March 22, 2002, the Patent Office mailed a Notification of Missing Requirements under 
35 U.S.C. 371 in connection with the subject application. In said Notification, the Patent Office 
stated that the following items were due: (i) an oath or declaration; and (ii) a $130 fee for the late- 
filing of the oath or declaration.

(v) a return postcard. A photocopy of the above items is enclosed herewith, the return postcard being 
stamped to show receipt of these items by the Patent Office. 

According to the undersigned's Monthly Statement of Deposit Account dated July 3 1 , 2002 
(copy enclosed), the undersigned's deposit account was charged $290 ($400 charge minus $110 
credit) on July 30, 2002, said charge apparently representing the fee for a second month extension 
of time for the June 24, 2002 submission identified above.
